Give Teachers Freedom: Richardson

Governor Champions Cause of Instructors 
Plea to Unhorse Oligarchy in Control of 

California Public Schools

Governor Richardson is a firm 
believer in education and in the 
public schools. He believes it just 
as important to teach children good 
morals, thrift and patriotism as 
book learning.

In a letter to the editor he says: 
''The people are coming to know 
that reckless extravagance has 
characterized the management of 
the schools, and that our children 
are being taught to spend foolishly 
and unwisely, instead of to save, 
o practice economy, and to follow 

the doctrines of the great Frank- 
in. With the excessive taxes load­ 

ed upon the people for schopl pur­ 
poses there has been no corre­ 
sponding , increase in school effi- 
:iency. For the past few weeks 
I have been asking parents from 
all over California the results of 
.he teaching their children are re­ 
ceiving. The answers have been 
that their children are getting a 
smattering of many subjects, but 
enow little of any; that they can­ 
not apell correctly, cannot read 
well, cannot write legibly and can­ 
not do simple problems, and that 
high taxes, extravagance and 
spending are advocated, and even 
the smallest tot used for spreading 
political propoganda.

"The time has come when the 
schools of California must be put 
on a business basis, when real edu­ 
cation must be given children, and 
when polltlcBt-educatorg should be 
dethroned.

"I am as strong an advocate of 
the public schools as anyone. I 
believe in their worth. I know 
they are the foundation of our gov­ 
ernment. Every teacher has my 
sympathetic, support and apprecia­ 
tion. I Htaud strongly for good 
pay for teachers. But the public 
schools are facing a, dangerous sit­ 
uation. Politician, under the dlg- 
julse of educators huve loaded the 
school puy roll with unnecessary

employes, have bought recklessly at 
public expense, and have piled the 
tax load so high upon the people 
that the whole school structure is 
in danger. There must be a re­ 
turn to sane methods and economi­ 
cal administration.

The political oligarchy in control 
of the schools must be unhorsed. 
For the good ot the schools there 
must be a change. The schools 
are top heavy with unnecessary su­ 
pervision and high priced and use­ 
less spendthrifts. The elimination 
of these unnecessary barnacles will 
result In freeing the teachers from 
the annoyances of their overlords, 
and give them more time for teach­ 
ing. I have great confidence in 
the teachers of California. I be­ 
lieve they are doing their best. I 
believe, if freed from the political 
higher-ups, they can do better.

"The budget makes ample pro- 
vision for the public schools of 
California, it maintains the state's 
full share of teachers' salaries and 
provides well for the children."
